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PC's  Biggest  Drive 


The  $10  million  fund-raiser  opens  this  fall  under  the  leadership  of  trustee 
C.  W.  Anderson  '29  as  the  final  phase  of  a  vital  25-year  program  of  progress. 


Within  a  few  weeks,  Presbyterian  College  launches  its 
largest  single  fund-raising  campaign — the  $10  million 
crucial  last  phase  of  a  25-year  program  which  started  in 
1955. 

All  indications  are  positive.  The  Synod  of  the  Southeast, 
holding  its  annual  session  last  May  on  the  PC  campus,  gave 
unanimous  approval  to  final  plans  to  seek  $5  million  of  the 
total  from  the  churches  of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina.  The 
remaining  half  will  be  sought  from  alumni,  foundations  and 
other  friends. 

C.  W.  Anderson  of  Clinton  has  agreed  to  be  general 
chairman  of  the  campaign  after  thoughtful  consideration  of 
the  goal  and  the  objectives.  His  leadership  gives  immediate 
impetus  to  work  ahead — because  of  his  stature  as  a  dynamic 
business,  civic  and  church  leader  and  because  of  his  close 
relationship  to  PC  as  an  alumnus  and  trustee.  Anderson  is 
the  founder  and  retired  president  of  C.  W.  Anderson  Hosiery 
Company,  now  a  division  of  Collins  &  Aikman.  He  also  is 
the  individual  who  headed  the  great  Laurens  County  effort  in 
behalf  of  PC  during  the  successful  1968-69  fund-raising  drive. 

Laurens  County  kicks  off  the  action  again  this  time.  Local 
leadership  already  is  being  formed,  and  points  toward  the 
period  from  mid-October  to  early-December  for  intensive 
solicitations  among  all  segments  of  the  home  county. 

At  the  same  time,  advanced-gift  work  and  detailed  plan- 
ning will  move  ahead  in  anticipation  of  starting  in  January 
to  solicit  among  Synod  churches  beyond  the  local  area. 

The  campaign  now  getting  underway  holds  great  promise 
for  Presbyterian  College.  As  Phase  Five  of  the  long-range 
plan,  it  will  culminate  in  the  College's  1980  centennial  year. 
The  chart  on  the  next  page  indicates  that,  by  the  100th  anni- 
versary date,  total  assets  will  have  risen  from  a  skimpy  $2 
million  to  at  least  $25  million. 

During  the  successful  four  phases  already  accomplished, 
the  expanded  PC  campus  has  been  transformed  by  the  most 
modem    undergraduate   facilities.     Faculty    and   curriculum 


have  been  vastly  strengthened.  Now,  perhaps  the  most 
crucial  objective  of  all  seeks  to  undergird  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege for  effective  Christian  service  in  the  challenging  years 
ahead. 

This  time,  the  main  thrust  of  the  fund-raising  effort  is 
on  endowment  to  strengthen  the  permanent  source  of  funds 
for  such  imperatives  as  student  aid,  faculty  support  and  en- 
richment of  the  academic  program. 

Plans  have  been  developing  since  the  Synod  first  approved 
this  campaign  two  years  ago.  Friends  and  alumni  have  joined 
board  members,  administrators  and  faculty  in  studying  the 
needs  and  direction  of  PC.  This  summer,  the  executive- 
secretaries  of  the  presbyteries  were  brought  into  a  special 
session  for  their  input  as  the  more  pertinent  details  of  the 
campaign  were  being  clarified. 

President  Marc  C.  Weersing,  who  has  guided  PC  during 
the  last  13  years  of  its  great  advance,  said  a  successful  cam- 
paign is  vital  to  the  future  of  Presbyterian  College.   He  added: 

"PC  is  rooted  in  a  fine  tradition,  dating  back  to  1880. 
We  have  made  good  progress  in  recent  years — for  which  we 
are  deeply  grateful  to  God,  the  church  and  literally  thousands 
of  friends  and  alumni.  Now  we  must  undergird  our  program 
in  the  strongest  fashion  to  enable  this  College  to  surmount 
the  increasingly  complex  challenges  ahead.  The  church  and 
this  nation  need — as  perhaps  never  before — the  type  of  edu- 
cation provided  by  Presbyterian  College.  We  believe  our 
friends  and  alumni  share  this  conviction  enough  to  assure 
our  success." 
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Presbyterian  College  Program  of  Progress 

The  years  since  PC  launched  its  long-range  program  of  progress  in  1955  have  ranked  as  the  greatest  period  of  develop- 
ment in  the  history  of  the  College.  The  program  started  under  President  Marshall  W.  Brown,  and  President  Marc  C.

Comeback   for   Liberal   Education

Graduates  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  are  on  the  increase  again. 
They  find  in  this  type  of  education  both  values  and  vision  as  well  as 
the  best  preparation  for  life  and  for  long-range  success  in  careers. 


Education  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  is  making  a 
comeback  after  being  eclipsed  by  career  training  in 
recent  years. 

In  1961,  only  42  percent  of  the  college  graduates  got  a 
liberal  education;  by  1981,  this  will  increase  to  58  percent. 
By  1981,  600,000  graduates  will  get  a  liberal  education, 
compared  to  150,000  in  1961 — an  increase  of  400  percent. 

What  are  the  reasons  for  this  resurgence?  I  believe  there 
are  at  least  five  practical  reasons  for  this: 

I.  A  liberal  education  is  the  best  preparation  for  tomor- 
row in  a  world  that  is  shrinking;  2.  the  best  preparation  for 
change;  3.  the  best  preparation  for  career  success;  4.  the  best 
preparation  for  life;  5.  the  best  preparation  to  develop  Chris- 
tian values  and  vision. 

1.     The  Shrinking  World 

First,  liberal  education  is  making  a  comeback,  because 
the  world  is  becoming  what  Marshall  McLuhan  called  "a 
global  village."  Our  great  grandfathers  decided  their  political 
destiny  in  town  meetings,  our  grandfathers  decided  theirs  as 
state's  righters.  Our  fathers  (and  by  that  time  our  mothers) 
decided  their  political  destiny  with  a  national  identity.  But 
our  sons  and  daughters  will  decide  their  political  destiny  as 
world  citizens. 

Why?   Because  the  world  is  becoming  more  personal. 

Satellite  television  helps  us  to  see  that  every  person  in 
the  world  is  our  neighbor.  Multi-national  corporations  are 
forging  healthy  and  strong  interlocking  interdependencies.  We 
discuss  today's  problems  in  worldwide  terms:  world  hunger, 
over-population,  global  energy  needs,  pacem  in  maribus. 

Today  we  educate  young  men  and  women  who  will  spend 
most  of  their  lives  in  the  21st  century.  And  those  prepared 
to  lead  in  the  21st  century  must  be  world  citizens.  They  must 
be  at  home  with  people  of  different  cultures,  different  lan- 
guages , different  political  and  economic  organizations,  dif- 
ferent philosophies.  Those  who  will  lead  need  more  than 
training — they  need  an  education. 

When  Adlai  Stevenson  was  our  ambassador  to  the  United 
Nations,  he  wrote  these  words,  "The  world  is  now  too  dan- 
gerous for  anything  but  the  truth,  too  small  for  anything  but 
brotherhood." 

But  does  a  liberal  education  help  develop  knowledge  and 
interest  in  community  and  world  problems?  In  a  recent 
alumni  research  questionnaire  of  graduates  of  a  Presbyterian 
college,  80  percent  of  them  said  yes. 

Liberal  education  is  making  a  comeback,  because  tomor- 
row's leaders  will  be  world  citizens.   They  will  help  forge  the 


only  real  unity  we  have:  understanding  and  common  ideals. 
And  a  liberal  education  will  help  them  to  achieve  it. 

2.     The  Permanence  of  Change 

Second,  liberal  education  is  growing  stronger  because 
change  is  here  to  stay.  The  recently  stylish  practice  of  going 
to  college  only  for  career  trainmg  sounds  practical,  but  it 
can  be  "practically"  nothing.  In  the  5th  century  B.C., 
Euripides  wrote,  "All  is  change,  all  yields  its  place  and  goes." 
It  still  does. 

In  the  past  few  years,  new  institutions  have  sprung  up 
like  the  national  ground-cover  to  the  tune  of  "Come  and 
develop  a  marketable  skill."  Society  needs  vocational,  career, 
technical  training  institutions.  Many,  many  students  need 
vocational  and  technical  training.  But  we  must  never  merely 
train  all  our  young  men  and  women!  We  must  educate  some. 
Especially  those  who  will  lead!  If  we  give  them  only  framing, 
what  looks  like  training-for-marketability  may  end  up  as 
training-for-obsolescence. 

People  change  jobs  more  frequently  today.  Statistics 
from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  show  that  six  million 
Americans  changed  occupations  between  January,  1972, 
and  January,  1973.  But  more  than  70  percent  of  those  chang- 
ing jobs  were  under  35  years  of  age!  Men  and  women  have 
to  deal  with  the  fact  that  they  may  be  forced  to  change  the 
kind  of  work  they  do  several  times  in  their  lives. 

But  all  changes  are  not  forced  by  whims  of  the  market- 
place or  by  outside  circumstances.  Many  people  change  jobs 
simply  to  find  more  fulfillment.  And  it  will  become  more 
frequent. 

Dr.  Daniel  Yankelovich,  after  completing  a  recent  study 
of  American  youth,  reported  that  42  percent,  almost  half, 
agreed  with  this  statement:  "In  thinking  about  the  future,  I'm 
not  as  concerned  with  economic  security  as  I  am  with  what 
will  give  me  a  sense  of  self  fulfillment." 

Going  to  college  to  develop  a  marketable  skill  may  be 
like  going  to  watch  a  big  parade.  You  arrive  early,  unfold 
your  comfortable  chair,  and  wait  for  the  parade.  And  wait, 
and  wait,  and  wait,  for  the  parade  went  down  another  street 
and  passed  you  by.  More  and  more  young  men  and  women 
want  a  broad  background  that  will  enable  them  to  experiment 
with  different  careers.  They  will  be  in  better  shape  to  change 
jobs  when  they  are  forced,  or  when  they  wish. 

A  liberal  education  is  life-expanding  because  it  does  not 
limit  students  to  the  rut  of  a  single  vocation.  Leaders  of  the 
future  need  an  education  that  is  timeless.  And  they  will  get 
it.   They  will  grow  by  studying  history  as  analogy,  they  will 
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take  courses  that  help  them  to  think  logically  and  precisely, 
independently — not  swept  along  by  the  mob,  or  by  fad  and 
fashion.  They  will  get  an  education  that  will  help  them  to 
be  at  home  with  abstraction  and  theories — and  an  education 
that  will  help  them  both  to  conceptualize  and  to  act. 

Liberal  education  will  grow  stronger  because  a  return 
to  the  basics  best  prepares  men  and  women  for  change. 

3.     Making  a  Lifetime's  Living 

Liberal  education  is  resurging,  because  it  prepares  men 
and  women  for  career  success.  Earning  a  living  doesn't  end 
with  the  first  job,  it  only  begins  with  the  first  job. 

What  does  a  liberal  education  prepare  you  to  do? 

We  must  concede  that  a  liberal  education  diploma  may 
not  be  the  best  preparation  for  getting  the  first  job  quickly. 
But  it  is  evidence  of  excellent  preparation  for  earning  a  living 
over  a  lifetime. 

The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Census  reports  that  the  lifetime 
earnings  of  college  graduates  is  58  percent  more  than  high 
school  graduates.  They  have  skills  needed  by  employers. 
They  have  a  broad-based  education  that  increases  knowledge, 
broadens  the  viewpoint,  teaches  one  how  to  think,  analyze, 
synthesize,  how  to  express  one's  self  lucidly — both  orally  and 
in  writing — and  leads  to  an  examination  of  values  and 
attitudes. 

The  recent  alumni  research  questionnaire  provided  data 
on  the  impact  of  liberal  learning  on  business  careers  by 
isolating  the  returns  from  presidents  and  vice  presidents 
of  corporations.  Ninety-six  percent  of  them  said  that  learning 
to  write  clearly  is  important  in  their  careers.  Half  think  that 
knowing  a  foreign  language  is  important  in  their  careers. 
Two-thirds  of  them  think  that  a  knowledge  of  American 
history  is  important. 

Another  group  that  was  isolated  in  the  survey  were  those 
who  own  their  own  businesses.  Ninety  percent  said  compu- 
tation skills  are  useful  in  their  careers.  Eighty-eight  percent 
sgid  that  a  knowledge  of  natural  sciences  is  important  in 
their  careers.  Ninety-two  percent  said  that  a  knowledge  of 
social  sciences  is  important  in  their  careers,  and  three-fourths 
said  that  the  knowledge  of  philosophy  and  religion  is  impor- 
tant in  their  careers. 

Of  these,  three-fourths  said  that  a  liberal  education 
helped  them  to  get  along  with  different  kinds  of  people.  And 
99  percent  said  that  it  helped  develop  the  ability  to  think  for 
themselves. 

But  here  is  the  real  test:  When  asked,  "Compared  to  the 
graduates  of  other  schools,  how  would  you  rate  your  college 


preparation  for  your  years  since  graduation?"  91  percent 
of  these  successful  business  executives  said  superior  or  well 
above-average! 

Earning  a  living  is  a  lifetime  proposition.  A  marathon 
race  is  not  judged  by  who  is  ahead  after  five  yards,  but  who 
is  ahead  mile  and  mile  after  mile,  and  who  is  ahead  at  the 
finih.  A  liberal  education  is  important  to  lifetime  career 
success. 

4.  Understanding  Life 

Liberal  education  grows  stronger,  because  life  is  increas- 
ingly impersonal,  fragmented,  and  lonely.  More  than  ever 
we  need  leaders  with  a  cohesive  understanding  of  life,  people 
who  "have  it  all  together." 

Those  who  will  lead  in  the  future  should  take  time  to 
develop  self-understanding  and  a  philosophy  of  life.  They 
should  ask  important  questions — questions  that  we  may  not 
have  asked  since  childhood.  A  liberal  education  gives  students 
a  chance  to  ask  the  most  important  questions  in  the  simplest 
possible  ways.  Like  the  little  child  who  rushes  into  the  room 
and  says,  "Daddy,  where  did  I  come  from?"  .  .  .  "Mother, 
what  makes  a  star  twinkle?"  .  .  .  "Who  is  God?"  .  .  .  "Why 
is  our  blood  red?"  .  .  .  "Why  do  some  people  have  to  be 
poor?"  .  .  .  "What  makes  Johnny  mean  and  Sarah  sweet?"  .  .  . 
"Why  does  the  sun  set?"  .  .  .  "Where  will  I  go  when  I  die?" 

Not  only  is  it  okay  to  ask  such  questions,  it  is  essential 
to  ask  them!  It  is  essential  for  a  maturing  adult  to  go  from 
a  secondhand  to  a  firsthand  understanding,  from  a  second- 
hand to  a  firsthand  philosophy,  from  a  secondhand  to  a 
firsthand  faith.  By  taking  time  to  think  about  life's  deepest 
questions,  a  student  can  mature  from  a  fragmented  to  an 
integrated  personality. 

Though  there  is  a  place  at  our  church-related  colleges  for 
specializaticm  and  departmentalization,  it  is  our  duty  to  stress 
the  integrating  forces.  The  task  of  liberal  education  is  inte- 
gration— the  whole  person,  the  whole  life.  This  must  be  our 
common  aim.  To  prepare  for  all  of  life  means  to  prepare 
not  only  for  work  but  for  leisure,  for  illness  and  contingencies, 
and  for  retirement.  A  Christian  higher  education  is  the  best 
preparation  for  life. 

5.  Values  and  Vision 

My  final  reason  for  the  resurgence  of  the  church- 
related  liberal  arts  and  sciences  is  the  need  for  Christian 
values  and  vision — today  and  in  the  21st  century.  The  last 
decade  has  been  a  cruel  teacher,  but  we  have  learned  well 
from  Vietnam  and  Watergate  that  our  biggest  problems  are 
not  technology-problems.    They  are  people-problems. 

We  can  send  people  to  the  moon,  but  advances  of  the 
human  spirit  have  not  kept  pace.  The  United  States  and 
Russia  between  them  have  accumulated  50,000  pounds  of 
destructive  nuclear  force  for  every  human  being  on  earth. 
We  are  stockpiling  now  a  bomb  that  contains  more  explosive 
power  than  all  the  bombs  dropped  on  Europe  in  World  War 
IL  We  have  weapons  so  great  that  we  dare  not  use  them, 
but  we  don't  know  how  to  live  together  in  peace. 

A  Hebrew  proverb  says.  "Without  vision,  the  people 
perish."  How  can  we  educate  leaders  of  vision  if  we  use  up 
the  precious  resource  of  youth  in  the  short-sightedness  of 
vocationalism? 

Since   its   beginning,    the   colleges   of   the   Presbyterian

Maintaining  the  English  Tradition  at  PC

National  attention  focuses  on  young  people's  weakness  in 
wiitten  communications.  Newsweek  magazine  summed 
it  up  in  a  recent  cover  story  entitled  "Why  Johnny  Can't 
Write,"  which  opened  with  these  words: 

"If  your  children  are  attending  college,  the  chances  are 
that  when  they  graduate  they  will  be  unable  to  write  ordinary, 
expository  English  with  any  degree  of  structure  and  lucidity. 
If  they  are  in  high  school  and  planning  to  attend  college,  the 
chances  are  less  than  even  that  they  will  be  able  to  write 
English  at  the  minimal  college  level  when  they  get  there.  If 
they  are  not  planning  to  attend  college,  their  skills  in  writing 
English  may  not  even  qualify  them  for  secretarial  or  clerical 
work.  And  if  they  are  attending  elementary  school,  they  are 
almost  certainly  not  being  given  the  kind  of  required  reading 
material,  much  less  writing  instruction,  that  might  make  it 
possible  for  them  eventually  to  write  comprehensible  English. 
Willy-nilly,  the  US  educational  system  is  spawning  a  genera- 
tion of  semilitcrates." 

If  this  extreme  statement  reflects  unfairly  on  the  shrinking 
minority  who  can  write  coherently,  and  often  well,  it  does 
underscore  a  very  real  problem. 

As  a  result  of  the  situation,  many  fine  colleges  and  uni- 
versities with  highly  selective  admissions  standards  now  offer 
remedial  English  courses  to  try  to  bring  entering  freshmen 
up  to  a  basic  level  of  writing  ability.  Some  colleges  simply 
have  given  up  the  effort  altogether  by  dropping  English  re- 
quirements or  settling  for  "watered-down"  courses  that  are 
almost  meaningless. 


Meanwhile,  society's  needs  are  as  great  as  ever.  Despite 
the  effectiveness  of  visual  and  audio  techniques,  almost  every 
field — from  business  to  social  work  to  science — cries  urgently 
for  people  who  can  assemble  and  express  their  thoughts 
clearly  in  written  communication. 

Presbyterian  College  enrolls  students  with  verbal  capaci- 
ties well  above  average.  Even  so,  the  national  trend  away 
from  verbal  competence  shows  up  here,  too.  While  many 
arrive  well-prepared  in  this  area,  growing  nimibers  of  other- 
wise good  students  have  not  received  the  benefits  of  a  strong 
English  discipline  before  entering  college. 

Rather  than  have  lower  standards  imposed  here  as  the 
result  of  deficiencies  elsewhere,  the  PC  English  department 
makes  a  special  effort  to  develop  within  each  student  satis- 
factory writing  skills.  It  has  geared  its  basic  program  around 
this  objective  as  it  continues  to  hold  high  PC's  traditional 
standard  of  excellence  for  English  scholarship  and  compe- 
tence (see  box). 

The  program  puts  an  old-fashioned  emphasis  on  writing 
mechanics,  structure  and  style.  It  includes  reading  the  great 
writers  critically  and  then  organizing  clearly  on  paper  one's 
thoughts  about  them. 

Dr.  Neal  B.  Prater,  Dana  professor  of  English,  views  his 
department's  role  in  this  way: 

"The  primary  purpose  of  the  English  program  as  a  general 
education  requirement  for  everyone  is  to  help  students  to 
learn  to  express  themselves  better  in  writing,  to  read  better, 
and  to  form  cood  taste  in  writinc  and  rcadinc 
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The  English  department  puts  strong  emphasis  on  written  communications 
in  battling  the  national  problem  of  students  poorly  prepared  in  this 
field.  High  standards  and  personalized  teaching  are  hallmarks  of  the 
required  courses  which  combine  composition  and  literature.  And  the 
major  program  is  widely  recognized  for  its  scholarship  and  competence.

"Our  major  program  is  mainly  for  the  student  who  may 
not  be  entering  a  field  directly  related  to  literature  or  language 
but  a  field  where  these  things  may  assist  him.  For  example, 
we  have  English  majors  going  into  medical  school,  into  law. 
journalism  and  elsewhere.  This  program  is  designed  to  take 
the  student  as  far  as  he  or  she  is  willing  to  go  to  improve  the 
ability  to  communicate,  to  think  clearly,  to  organize  ideas 
and  to  present  these  ideas  coherently. 

"Some  of  our  majors  do  go  for  graduate  degrees  in  Eng- 
lish— and  very  successfully — but  we  do  not  see  our  program 
as  one  preparing  primarily  for  graduate  school.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  we  encourage  only  our  very  best  students  and  those 
with  a  great  desire  to  teach  to  go  for  a  graduate  English 
degree.   The  field  is  very  crowded  now." 

The  basic  English  requirement  for  all  students  seeking  a 
PC  degree  is  now  six  semester  hours,  provided  by  the  two- 
semester  course  known  as  Freshman  Composition  and  Litera- 
ture. It  is  essentially  a  writing  course  which  combines 
composition  and  literature  right  from  the  start  to  stimulate 
interest.   As  Dr.  Prater  puts  it: 

"We  emphasize  world  literature  from  Homer  to  the 
present  as  a  matter  of  interest  to  students.  When  they  study 
a  Greek  play  or  Dantes"  Inferno  or  Shakespeare's  Hamlet, 
they  confront  ideas  college  students  ought  to  be  interested  in. 
We  hope  this  interest  will  stimulate  good  writing  about  the 
ideas.  Then,  while  writing  about  literature,  students  are 
learning  it  and  improving  their  writing  and  reading  skills." 

The  process  involves  considerable  writing  in  terms  of  for- 
mal essays,  occasional  classroom  paragraphs  about  the  work 
of  literature  under  study  and  essay  questions  on  hour  quizzes. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  the  grading  of  each  paper  by  the 
professor  and  to  critiquing  it  in  detail  with  the  student. 

A  modem  technique  introduced  into  this  process  is  the 
use  of  personal  tape  recordings.  The  student  acquires  an 
inexpensive  cassette  tape  along  with  his  textbook  as  standard 
classroom  materials.  Individual  tapes  are  turned  in  with  each 
written  assignment.  After  marking  papers  for  grammar, 
spelling  and  punctuation,  the  professor  then  offers  comments 
on  each  tape  about  the  content  and  style  of  that  specific  piece 
of  writing.  Both  are  returned  to  the  student  who  plays  the 
tape  for  a  detailed  analysis.  Prater  adds, 

"We  offer  our  comments  on  tape  just  as  if  the  student 
were  sitting  at  our  side.  It  involves  more  work  for  the  pro- 
fessor, but  we  can  communicate  so  much  more  to  each  stu- 
dent in  a  ten-minute  tape  than  in  comments  written  on  the 
paper.  Teachers  have  the  option  of  using  the  tape  or  holding 
personal  conferences  with  each  student  about  each  composi- 
tion. Of  course,  sometimes  there  are  both  tapes  and  confer- 
ences. We  do  everything  we  can  to  help  the  student  develop 
his  abilities  in  written  communication." 

Professor  James  L.  Skinner  coordinates  this  program  in 


which  all  of  the  department  staff  participate — including  the 
chairman. 

Two  years  ago,  PC  expanded  its  freshman  English  require- 
ment so  that  those  students  not  sufficiently  prepared  for  the 
standard  level  of  work  may  take  a  one-year  course  in  basic 
grammar,  composition  and  reading  skills.  They  get  extra 
attention  from  teachers  with  special  training  in  the  basics  as 
well  as  a  conviction  about  the  work.  In  addition,  evening 
help  sessions  are  conducted  twice  weekly  throughout  the 
year  under  the  direction  of  an  advanced  grammar  student. 

About  one-third  of  the  entering  class  usually  will  benefit 
from  this  course  taken  as  preparation  for  the  required  course. 
They  receive  six  hours  of  credit  for  this  work  their  freshman 
year  and  then  must  fulfill  the  regular  requirement  as  sopho- 
mores. Thus,  the  student  with  the  weaker  English  background 
acquires  12  academic  hours  while  raising  his  proficiency  to 
an  acceptable  level. 

Placement  tests.  College  Board  verbal  scores,  English 
achievement  tests,  and  writing  samples  are  used  to  determine 
which  students  need  the  extra  year.  Dr.  Prater  points  out 
that,  in  English,  College  Board  scores  seem  to  be  more 
reliable  than  high  school  transcripts  in  predicting  college 
performance  (because  of  widespread  grade  inflation). 

He  is  pleased  with  the  success  of  the  more  basic  program. 
It  has  reduced  the  failure  rate  in  the  regular  course  and  added 
to  a  student's  confidence  by  at  least  partially  filling  a  gap  that 
should  have  been  filled  by  earlier  schooling. 

On  this  bigger  problem.  Prater  comments: 

"I  am  convinced  the  answer  is  for  both  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  to  get  back  to  basics.  No  student  should 
go  into  the  seventh  grade  until  he  or  she  can  read  at  a  sixth 
grade  level.  Students  who  know  the  basics  of  grammar,  com- 
prehension and  reading  can  handle  high  school  English  and 
the  college  work  which  follows.  Surely,  parents  will  start 
demanding  this  of  their  local  school  systems  all  over  the 
country." 

About  two-thirds  of  the  PC  freshmen  move  directly  into 
the  regular  English  requirement.  There  is  an  Honors  English 
program  for  selected  freshman  students  who  arrive  so  well-

prqjared  they  can  handle  more  mdependent  work  and  some- 
what longer  assignments.  They  earn  an  extra  hour  of  credit 
each  semester,  thereby  receiving  a  total  of  eight  semester 
hours  for  the  year. 

Beyond  the  freshman  requirement,  the  department  cur- 
riculum offers  a  range  of  courses  in  advanced  grammar, 
advanced  composition,  literature,  literary  criticism,  history 
of  the  language  and  directed  study.  The  literature  offerings 
represent  an  effort  to  cover  as  many  fields  of  British  and 
American  literature  as  possible,  while  continuing  to  empha- 
size reading  and  writing  skills.    Professor  Prater  adds: 

"It  is  important  for  students  to  understand  the  past — 
where  man  has  been,  how  he  has  thought  and  lived — and 
literature  can  add  to  these  insights.  Our  courses  give  a  great 
deal  of  attention  to  religious,  social  and  political  backgrounds, 
so  the  student  can  comprehend  the  total  intellectual  era." 

The  English  program  at  Presbyterian  College  is  held  in 
high  esteem  both  on  campus  and  in  many  areas  of  the  country 
where  the  product  is  known.  Its  fine  teaching  is  recognized 
by  that  most  critical  of  publics:  students  have  nominated  two 
English  professors  to  receive  the  annual  "distinguished  teach- 
ing award."  Its  concern  is  appreciated.  Its  standards  are  re- 
spected if  not  often  adored. 

Dr.  Neal  Prater,  on  the  PC  faculty  for  16  years,  has 
served  as  chairman  of  the  department  since  1968.  He  holds 
his  PhD  degree  from  Vanderbilt  University  and  has  as  his 
area  of  specialization  the  Renaissance  period  of  literature 
and  literary  criticism. 

Dr.  James  L.  Skinner  also  holds  the  rank  of  full  professor 
and  specializes  in  18th  and  19th  century  English  literature 
and  history  of  the  language.  An  11-year  veteran  here,  he 
earned  his  PhD  at  the  University  of  Arkansas. 

Associate  Professor  S.  Allen  King,  Jr.,  MA  from  the 
University  of  Georgia,  is  the  department  specialist  in  modem 
British  and  American  literature,  and  advanced  grammar.  He 
has  been  at  PC  since  1959. 

Dr.  Rachel  W.  Stewart,  assistant  professor  with  three 
years  on  the  faculty,  has  as  her  specialty  American  literature 
and  advanced  composition.  She  holds  the  PhD  from  the 
University  of  Colorado. 


Linda  Suddeth  Richard  Adams  Gloria  Sims 

Two  other  women  members  of  the  department  faculty 
are:  Instructor  Linda  L.  Suddeth,  1972  Presbyterian  graduate 
with  master's  from  Clemson  University;  and  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor Gloria  B.  Sims,  who  earned  her  MA  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  They  concentrate  exclusively  on  the  fresh- 
man programs. 

Associate  Professor  Richard  O.  Adams,  1948  PC  grad- 
uate, who  has  been  teaching  Spanish  here  since  1950,  last 
year  began  splitting  his  duties  between  that  department  and 
Freshman  English  as  the  result  of  a  faculty  consolidation. 
His  advanced  degree  is  from  the  University  of  Texas. 

Together,  these  men  and  women  form  a  diverse  team 
which  covers  all  of  the  essential  elements  in  undergraduate 
English  training.  They  maintain  high  standards  and  seek  to 
motivate  students  to  reach  for  quality.  English  can  be  a 
difficult  discipline  to  master.  Some  students  are  reluctant 
to  give  it  the  hard  work  that  is  necessary.  On  the  other  hand, 
Neal  Prater  detects  a  growing  awareness  on  the  part  of  many 
students  for  the  need  to  be  able  to  communicate  more  effec- 
tively.  His  feelings  are  summed  up  in  these  words: 

"If  a  student  can  organize  ideas  on  a  piece  of  literature, 
and  if  he  can  illustrate  those  ideas  and  present  them  coher- 
ently, he  can  organize,  illustrate  and  communicate  effectively 
material  for  a  chemistry  paper,  an  economics  essay  or  a 
history  term  paper." 

And,  it  may  be  added,  that  student  becomes  a  more 
productive  individual  for  all  of  life.

College  Fees  Increased 

The  exploding  cost  of  utilities  and 
other  inflationary  pressures  have  forced 
a  6  percent  increase  in  PC  fees  for  the 
coming  year. 

This  means  the  cost  of  attendance 
for  the  1976-77  school  year  will  be 
$3,495  for  tuition,  room,  board  and 
general  fee.  The  total  for  the  previous 
nine-month  session  was   $3,300. 

The  $3,495  figure  is  composed  of 
these  items:  tuition — $2,100;  meals — 
$700;  room  rent — $515;  general  fee — 
$180. 

Even  at  this  level,  PC  has  tried  to 
hold  down  its  fees  while  providing 
more  financial  aid  to  meet  real  needs 
of  qualified  students.  Here  are  com- 
parative 1976-77  fees  of  some  other 
private  colleges  in  this  region:

Fortunately,  the  backs  are  good  re- 
ceivers, because  the  split  end  continues 
as  a  problem  which  awaits  one  of  the 
new  candidates  to  solve.  Tight  end 
should  be  well-manned  by  Steve  Farish 
of  Gastonia,  N.  C,  a  fine  blocker  and 
receiver,  backed  by  Lee  Padgett  of 
West  Columbia. 

Two  vacancies  at  the  offensive 
tackles  have  letterman  Gary  Codey  of 
Clinton,  Eddie  Young  of  Aiken  and 
Craig  Murray  of  Chamblee,   Ga.,   as 


likely  replacements.  Guards  and  center 
appear  very  strong,  with  lettermen 
Keith  Johnson  of  Isle  of  Palms,  Joey 
Jordan  of  Greenville,  Steve  Churm  of 
Canton,  N.  C,  and  Robby  Strickland 
of  Gainesville,  Ga.,  battling  to  start 
on  either  side  of  co-captain  pivotman 
David  Penland  of  Simpsonville. 

The  fast,  experienced  defensive  sec- 
ondary is  led  by  John  Hackett  of 
Greenwood,  three-year  letterman  who 
could  be  a  pro  prospect.  Other  capable 
lettermen  return  in  the  persons  of 
David  Elliott  of  Atlanta,  Claude 
Cro'-ker  and  Derek  Wcssincer.  both 
of  Clinton  and  Buddy  Holwell  of  Quit- 
man, Ga. — while  Rhea  Faris  of  Rock 
Hill  and  Chuck  Jordan  of  Conway 
push  them  hard  in  the  battle  for  the 
two  safety  and  two  comerback  posi- 
tions. 

Co-Captain  Jerry  Broome  of  Black- 
shear,  Ga.,  last  year's  leading  tackier, 
stabilizes  one  linebacker  slot  in  pairing 
with  Wayne  (Beaver)  Atwood  of 
Charleston.  Backing  them  up  are  Bill 
Berry  of  Blackville,  Jimmy  May  of 
Saluda  and  Rick  Porter  of  Columbia. 

The  five  men  up  front  in  PC's  multi- 
ple defense  are  headed  by  two  relatively 
small  but  quick  tackles  who  started  as

Galloway  '19  Enshrined  in  S.  C.  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 

Clarence  Edward  (Chick)  Galloway  '19 — and  all-state  performer  in  baseball,  foot- 
ball and  basketball  at  PC  and  outstanding  major  league  shortstop  for  ten  years — was 
inducted  posthumously  into  the  South  Carolina  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  last  May. 

He  joined  the  old  Philadelphia  Athletics  under  legendary  owner-manager  Connie 
Mack  in  1919.  For  two  consecutive  years,  1922  and  1923,  he  was  named  the  American 
League's  All-Star  shortstop  and  earned  the  AL's  most  valuable  player  award  in  1922, 
when  he  compiled  a  .324  batting  average. 

After  nine  seasons  with  Philadelphia,  Galloway  was  traded  to  Detroit  prior  to  the 
1928  season.  Early  in  that  year,  he  was  hit  in  the  head  by  a  pitched  ball  and  never 
played  again.  After  a  lengthy  convalescence,  he  returned  to  PC  as  baseball  coach 
(1933-44)  and  produced  the  Blue  Hose's  only  state  baseball  championship.  He  was  in 
the  insurance  business  before  his  death  in  1969.

A  Vibrant  Campus  Ministry  at  Davidson 


PC  alumnus  Rush  Otey  '69  was  the  subject  of  a  compli- 
mentary front-page  feature  in  the  June-July  issue  of  Davidson 
Update  alumni  publication.  Under  the  headline  "Survey 
gives  high  ratings  to  campus  ministry,"  the  article  read 
in  part:

"Otey  has  performed  the  dual  role  of  campus  minister/ 
assistant  DCPC  minister  for  the  past  three  years,  and  this 
spring  a  faculty-staff-student-church  committee  evaluated 
the  present  arrangement. 

"The  survey  found  that  he  is  the  best-known  religious 


leader  or  counselor  in  Davidson  and  that,  although  many 
factors  are  responsible,  about  50  percent  of  Davidson's 
students  attend  church  regularly  .  .  . 

"The  present  campus  ministry  system  replaced  a  college 
chaplaincy,  which  had  a  minister  employed  directly  by  the 
college  to  counsel  students  and  supervise  required  assembly 
and  vespers.

The  opportunity  to  see  Rush  Otey 
function  as  a  minister  from  the  pulpit,  in  the  activities  of  the 
church,  and  informally  on  campus  is  a  fine  role  model  for 
would-be  ministers.  The  present  program  touched  by  his 
ministry  is  the  best  Davidson  has  had  in  20  years,  in  my 
judgment."

Alumnus  Bennett  C.  Whitlock,  Jr.,  last  month  stepped 
into  the  driver's  seat  as  president  of  the  powerful  American 
Trucking  Associations.  It  is  the  Washington-based  national 
federation  of  affiliated  state  associations  representing  interests 
of  the  regulated  motor  carrier. 

In  a  recent  four-page  interview  article  with  him.  Com- 
mercial Car  Journal  observed: 

"Whitlock,  at  48,  is  a  young,  vital  and  energetic  man. 
He  is  not  a  person  of  imposing  stature.  But  there  is  a  certain 
presence  about  him — a  presence  that  indicates  he  knows  he 
has  a  tough  job  but  is  convinced  he  is  the  best  man  for  it  .  .  . 
An  attorney,  Whitlock  has  a  vast  knowledge  of  the  industry. 
He  understands  the  'ins  and  outs"  of  Congress  and  has 
worked  closely  with  ATA's  Capitol  Hill  operation,  planning 
legislative  strategy.

in  an  organization  composed  of  varied  and  often  competing 
segments." 

A  Moncks  Comer,  S.  C,  native  and  1946  PC  graduate, 
Bennett  Whitlock  joined  the  American  Trucking  Association 
staff  immediately  after  receiving  his  law  degree  from  the 
University  of  South  Carolina  in  1949.  He  moved  up  the 
ladder  to  assistant  to  the  president  in  1970,  then  vice- 
president  and  finally  president-elect  last  fall. 

Whitlock  reorganizes  ATA  to  make  it  a  more  eflfective 
organization  in  representing  the  trucking  industry  before  the 
public.  Congress,  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission.  It  is  a  job  with  conflicting 
forces.  And  not  the  least  of  these  is  Whitlock's  opposition  to 
any  lessening  of  controls  in  his  highly  regulated  industry.

Church  have  stressed  intellectual  values.  But,  likewise,  they 
have  stressed  moral  values  as  one  of  the  finest  fruits  of  its 
educational  process.  An  educated  person  should  be  able  to 
judge,  to  evaluate,  to  prefer  this  to  that,  to  have  a  "yes"  and 
and  "no"  that  are  one's  own,  and  to  know  why. 

But  how  are  these  values  developed  and  learned?  Through 
liberal  education  in  an  atmosphere  where  the  fear  of  God  is 
the  beginning  of  wisdom.  Where  language  and  mathematics 
discipline  the  mind  in  clarity,  precision  and  style.  Where 
literature  and  drama  open  the  curtain  of  the  human  arena — 
on  good  and  evil,  love  and  hate,  peace  and  violence — the  life- 
stuff  of  human  options.  Where  history  leads  the  student  to 
study  clashing  values.  Where  art  and  music  develop  a  sense 
of  beauty,  a  value  to  be  preferred  over  ugliness  or  cacophony. 
Where  the  social  sciences  come  to  life  through  value  judg- 
ments, as  students  study  people  at  work.  Where  the  natural 
sciences,  teeming  with  power  to  liberate  mankind  from  illness 
and  to  liberate  by  harnessing  new  energy  sources,  introduce 
the  price  of  liberation  and  freedom — values  and  responsibility. 

Value  judgments  are  the  essence  of  a  liberal  education. 
Without  values,  there  is  no  meaning.    But  does  Christian 


higher  education  help  develop  moral  capacities  and  values? 
When  asked  this  question  the  alumni  research  questionnaire 
reported  that  99  percent  said  "yes." 

Those  who  will  lead  in  the  21st  century  must  be  peace- 
makers, lest  the  human  race  annihilate  itself.  They  must  be 
planners,  lest  the  greed  of  consumption  consume  not  only 
our  resources,  but  our  soul.  The  best  way  to  prepare  leaders 
of  vision  is  to  inspire  them  with  the  best  that  mankind  has 
achieved — the  best  in  the  arts,  the  best  in  scientific  experi- 
ments, the  highest  examples  of  society,  the  deepest  under- 
standings of  Christian  faith. 

The  study  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  does  this  best, 
for  it  holds  before  students  what  Whitehead  called  "The 
habitual  vision  of  greatness."  Those  who  will  lead  in  the  21st 
century  must  have  vision,  lest  we  perish. 

And  so,  my  thesis:  A  liberal  education  is  the  best  prepara- 
tion for  tomorrow  in  a  world  that  is  shrinking,  the  best 
preparation  for  change,  the  best  preparation  for  career 
success,  the  best  preparation  for  life,  and  the  best  preparation 
to  develop  values  and  vision. 

This  is  what  Christian  higher  education  is  all  about. 
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More  laurels  for  Don  Kay  '61 

He  Leads  Association  of  Scholars 

The  prestigious  South  Atlantic  Modem  Language  Association  (SAMLA) 
has  tapped  as  its  new  executive  secretary  Dr.  Donald  Kay,  1961  PC 
graduate  who  serves  as  director  of  graduate  studies  and  associate  professor 
of  English  at  the  University  of  Alabama. 

SAMLA  is  a  professional  organization  which  represents  teachers  and 
scholars  from  ten  Southeastern  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  It  has 
more  than  4,000  members  from  Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia,  Kentucky, 
Maryland,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Virginia,  and  West 
Virginia  as  well  as  DC.  The  headquarters  office  wUl  move  to  the  Alabama 
campus. 

In  general,  the  organization  is  dedicated  to  the  cause  of  the  humanities, 
and,  in  particular,  to  the  advancement  of  scholarship  and  teaching  in  English 
and  other  modern  foreign  languages. 

The  University  of  Alabama  board  of  trustees  acknowledged  the  appoint- 
ment with  a  special  resolution.  Describing  SAMLA  as  the  nation's  most 
prestigious  professional  organization  of  languages  and  literature,  the  board 
resolution  emphasized  that  the  appointment  brings  national  recognition  to 
Dr.  Kay's  "distinguished  career  and  abilities  as  a  scholar,  administrator  and 
teacher.  This  will  enrich  the  University's  national  reputation  for  educational 
excellence  in  the  fields  of  modem  languages  and  literature." 

Dr.  Kay  said  the  study  of  English  and  the  modern  languages,  and  the 
understanding  of  the  literature  in  one  or  two  modem  languages  is  the  "very 
cornerstone"  of  a  liberal  arts  education.  "I  am  happy  to  serve  such  a  worthy 
ideal." 

A  native  of  Anderson,  S.  C,  and  magna  cum  laude  graduate  of  Presby- 
terian College,  Don  Kay  earned  both  his  MA  and  PhD  degrees  with  honors 
at  the  University  of  Tennessee.  He  has  published  more  than  two  dozen 
scholarly  articles,  and  his  book  entitled  Short  Fiction  in  the  Spectator  came 
off  the  University  Press  last  Fcbmary.  He  has  been  on  the  Alabama  faculty 
for  nine  years  and  has  served  as  both  assistant  chairman  and  acting  chairman 
of  the  English  department  prior  to  becoming  director  of  graduate  studies 
two  years  ago. 

Presbyterian  College  accorded  Don  Kay  special  recognition  in  1974 
with  the  presentation  of  its  Outstanding  Young  Alumnus  award  during 
Homecoming  ceremonies. 
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
